20 in (51 cm) zip for Hooded 
Sleeping Bag. 

Check your tension 

Cast on 11 sts on No 4 mm 
needles. Work 15 rows in stock- 
ing stitch. Cast off. The square 
should measure 2 in each way. 

If your tension is right in stock- 
ing stitch it should be right in 
any other fabric. 

If the square is bigger your work 
is too loose; try a size finer 
needle. If it is smaller your work 
is too tight; try a size larger 
needle. 

Any alteration in needle size 
should be carried throughout the 
design. 

These garments have been speci- 
ally designed for the size given and 
it is regretted that no adaptations 
are available. 

Abbreviations 

K=knit; P=purl; st=stitch; 
sL=slip; tog=together; inc= 
increase by working into front 
and back of stitch. 

dec— decrease by working 2 stitch- 
es together; beg = beginning; 
alt — alternate; rep = repeat; 
patt=pattern; in=inches; cm= 
centimetres; mm=millimetres. 

ML=make loops by inserting 
needle into next stitch and 
winding yarn over point of 
needle and 1st and 2nd fingers of 
left hand twice, then over needle 
again, draw 3 loops through st 
but leave st on needle, place 
loops back on left needle and K 
loops and stitch together through 
back of loops. 
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Hooded Sleeping Bag 

BACK 

With No 4 mm needles, cast on 
63 sts and work in loop patt as 
follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K. 

2nd row — P. 

3rd row — K. 

4th row— Kl, * ML, Kl; rep 
from * to end. 

5th row — K. 

6th row — P. 

7th row— K. 

8th row— K2, * ML, Kl; rep 
from * to last st, KL 
These 8 rows form patt. 

Keeping continuity of patt, work 
as follows: 

1st row — Patt to last st, turn. 

2nd row — sLl, patt to last st, 
turn. 

3rd and 4th rows — sLl, patt to 
last 2 sts, turn. 

5th and 6th rows — sLl, patt to 
last 3 sts, turn. 

7th and 8th rows — sLl, patt to 
last 4 sts, turn. 

9th and 10th rows — sLl, patt to 
last 5 sts, turn. 

11th and 12th rows — sLl, patt to 
last 6 sts, turn. 

13th row — Patt to end. ** 
Keeping continuity of patt, work 
across all sts until Back measures 
20^ in measured down centre. 
Place a marker at each end of 
last row. 

Continue straight until Back 
measures 25 in measured down 
centre, ending with right side 
facing for next row. 

Shape shoulders by casting off 7 
sts at beg of next 6 rows. 

Cast off remaining 21 sts. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to **. 

Keeping continuity of patt, work 
across all sts for 1 in, ending 
with right side facing for next 
row. 

Next row — Patt 31 sts, turn and 
leave remaining sts on a spare 
needle. 



Continue straight on these sts 
until Front measures 20^ in 
measured down centre. 

Place a marker at end of last row. 
Continue until 11 rows less than 
on Back have been worked to 
start of shoulder shaping, thus 
ending with wrong side facing 
for next row. 

Shape neck as follows : 

Cast off 6 sts, patt to end. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on next 4 
rows. 

Work 6 rows. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 7 
sts at beg of next and following 
alt row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off remaining sts. 

With right side facing, rejoin 
yarn to remaining sts, work 
2tog, patt to end. 

Keeping continuity of patt, com- 
plete to correspond with first 
side, reversing shapings. 

SLEEVES 

With No 3| mm needles, cast on 
35 sts and work 5 rows in garter 
stitch (every row K). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and 

work in patt as for Back, shaping 
sides by inc 1 st at each end of 
5th and every following 9th row 
until there are 47 sts. 

Work a few rows straight until 
sleeve seam measures 7 in, 
ending with right side facing. 

Cast off loosely. 

HOOD 

With No 3J mm needles, cast on 
93 sts and work 5 rows in garter 
stitch. 

Change to No 4 mm needles and 
work in patt as for Back until 
Hood measures 5 in, ending with 
right side facing for next row. 
Next 2 rows — Cast off 31 sts, 
patt to end. 

Continue in patt on remaining 
sts until strip fits along cast-off 
sts. 

Cast off. 



TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Using a flat seam for garter stitch 
and a fine back-stitch seam for 
remainder, join shoulder and 
sleeve seams, then join side seams 
to markers. 

Insert Sleeves. 

Join cast-on edges. 

Join side edges of strip on Hood 
to cast-off sts. 

Stitch Hood inside neck edge. 
Insert zip. 

Sleeveless Sleeping Bag 

BACK 

With No 31 mm needles, cast on 
73 sts and work in rib as follows: 
1st row — * Kl, P2; rep from 
* to last st, KL 

2nd row — * PI, K2; rep from * to 
last st, PL 

Rep these 2 rows once more. 

Keeping continuity of rib, work 
as follows: 

1st row — Rib to last st, turn. 

2nd row — sLl, rib to last st, turn. 
3rd and 4th rows — sLl, rib to 
last 2 sts, turn. 

5th and 6th rows — sLI, rib to last 

3 sts, turn. 

7th and 8th rows — sLl, rib to last 

4 sts, turn. 

9th and 10th rows — sLl, rib to 
last 5 sts, turn. 

11th and 12th rows — sLl, rib to 
last 6 sts, turn. 

13th row — sLl, rib to end. 

14th row — Rib to end. 

Change to No 4 mm needles and 
work in patt as follows: 

1st row — * Kl, P2. (K into front 
and back of next st) twice, P2; 
rep from * to last st, Kl . 

2nd row — * PI, K2, K4 winding 
yarn twice round needle each 
time, K2; rep from * to last st, 
PL 

3rd row — * Kl, P2, K4 dropping 
extra loops off needle, P2; rep 
from * to last st, Kl. 
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4th row — As 2nd. 

5th row — As 3rd. 

6th row — * PI, K2, P4tog, K2; 
rep from * to last st, PI. 

7th row— Kl, * P2, Kl, P2, (K 
into front and back of next st) 
twice; rep from * to last 6 sts, 
(P2, Kl) twice. 

8th row— PI, * K2, PI, K2, K4 
winding yarn twice round needle 
each time; rep from * to last 6 
sts, (K2, PI) twice. 

9th row— Kl, * P2, Kl, P2, K4 
dropping extra loops off needle; 
rep from * to last 6 sts, (P2, Kl) 
twice. 

10th row — As 8 th. 

11th row — As 9th. 

12th row— PI, • K2, PI, K2, 
P4tog; rep from * to last 6 sts, 
(K2, PI) twice. 

These 12 rows form patt. 



Rep these 12 rows until Back 
measures approx 17^ in measured 
down centre, ending with a 6th 
or 12th patt row. 

Next row — * Kl, P2tog; rep 
from * to last st, Kl (49 sts). 

Next row — * PI, Kl; rep from 

* to lastst, PI. 

Next row — * Kl, PI; rep from 

* to last st, Kl. 

Continue thus until rib measures 
3 in, ending with right side 
facing. ** 

Cast off loosely in rib. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back to **. 

Next row — Cast off 7, rib 9 
(including st already on needle), 
turn, leaving remaining sts on a 
spare needle. 

Continue in rib until strap 



measures 7^ in, ending with 
right side facing. 

Cast off. 



With right side facing, rejoin 
yarn to remaining sts, cast off 17 
sts, rib 9 (including st already on 
needle), slip these sts on a 
safety-pin. 

Cast off remaining sts. 

With wrong side facing, rejoin 
yarn to remaining sts and con- 
tinue in rib until strap measures 
in, ending with right side 
facing. 

Cast off. 




TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Using a fine back-stitch seam, 
join side seams and cast-on 
edges. 

Join straps to Back. 
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MACHINE WASHING YOUR PATONS HANDKNITS 

There are 4 “golden rules” for machine-washing handknils: 
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1. Make sure ihe garment is knitted 2. Don't have the water hotter than the 
correctly according to the Patons recommended temperature, 

pattern, on the correct needles to the 

correct tension. 3. Use the machine on a gentle cycle.

The wrappers on all Patons yarns show 
the appropriate International Care Label- 
ling Code symbols for the yarn. Examples 
are shown on the left. The latest automatic 
machines have these International Care 
symbols, and provided your machine is 
not connected to the domestic hot water 
supply (when you need to be careful 
about the heat) all you have to do is 
match the programme to our symbols. 
Older types of machine will not have these 
controls and it may be more difficult to 
ensure the correct combination of tem- 
perature, agitation and time. 



If you are in any way unsure about the 
application of the symbols to your machine, 
it is safest to hand-wash in water that 
feels pleasantly warm to the hands, do 
not wring, and dry flat away from ex- 
cessive heat.
